Now Orleans, Doe. 14.—The south­ 
bound Illinois Central fast mail due hero 
at 7:15 p. in., was held up aud robbed by 
a lone train robber about one m ile above 
the upper lim its of the city Thursday 
night. 
Though some of the train crew 
say they saw four or more men concealed 
In the bushes, only ono man figured in 
the action, and his booty consisted only 
of one registered mail pouch from Du­ 
rant, Miss., and six other registered let­ 
ters from points between Cairo and New 
Orleans. Conductor K ionebrew whn shot 
in the groin and J. C. Parker, railway 
mail clerk, has his 
left eye powder- 
burned by a shot directed at his head. 
The robber got on the train, it is sup­ 
posed, at some point above the city and 
after passing Kenner, the last stop be­ 
fore tile train arrives in N ew Orleans, 
he climbed over to the engine and cov­ 
ered the engineer and fireman, and 
brought the train to a standstill. 
When 
the conductor came forward to see what 
tho trouble was lie was shot by the rob­ 
ber. 
R. E. Goldsby, one of the railway 
m ail clerks, stuck his head out of the 
door aud was ordered to jum p dbwn 
which he did. 
Tho tho robber led the 
engineer, fireman and Goldsby toward 
tile express car and made one of them 
blow the lido out with a stick of dyna­ 
mite which he supplied. 
This train car­ 
ries no money and has no safo. 
The 
robber then made for the mail car and 
there discovered Parker, who had hid­ 
den the registered poaches. 
He shot at 
him aud theu one of the pouches was 
produced and he made off w ith it. 
He 
uncoupled the engine from the train aud 
ran it to a point near Carrollton avenue 
where he abandoned it. 
The route of 
the engine was marked by mail pouches 
and letters which the robber threw or 
dropped out as he escaped. 
The Cobber was evidently w ell ac­ 
quainted with railroading. 
H is face 
was blackened and ho was a man a lit­ 
tle less than six feet tall, w eighing 
about 150 pounds. 
He took Conductor 
Kiuuebrew's watch after he shot him. 
Tw o suspects were arrested, hut the 
railway mail clerks did not identify 
tLem 
One of them , a tall man, when 
he turned his back, strnck Goldsby as 
being of the robber’s build. 
He was 
captured on the outskirts of the city 
aud had a revolver and seemed to bt 
acting suspiciously.

14. — I* bold 
robbery on the Cotton Belt railroad oc­ 
curred yesterday at Bassetts, Tex., 80 
m iles south of Texarkana, on the train 
ooming north, in which Postal Clerk 
RIFLED. John N. Dennis was almost killed and 
the mail pouches of his car rifled of 
their contents. 
Tho amount stolen Is 
not known. 
As the train left the water tank at 
Bassetts yesterday m orning tho express 
and mail cars wore separated from the 
train, but the train crew soon had them 
coupled up agaiu. 
In the run from 
there to Texarkana the coaches were un­ 
coupled twice Ina very m ysterious m an­ 
ner. 
Upon arrival of the train here the 
United States transfer clerk went to the 
door of the mail car and knocked for the 
postal clerk to open it. 
No response 
was given from the inside. 
Officials 
theu forced an entrance to the car aud 
were astonished to find the clerk, John 
N. Dennis, stretched upon the floor ap­ 
parently dead. 
A hurried exam ination showed that 
the registered packages had been ripped 
open and robbed of their contents, the 
most valuable of which was the Waco* 
Memphis through pouch* containing a 
large number of valuable packages. 
A physician Was sent for and and it 
was found that Dennis was alive but 
unconscious. 
An ugly wound in tho 
top of his head told the story. 
Two 
hours aftet he was taken to the hospital 
he came too. 
Dennis said j-*st as the train parted at 
Bassetts tank he went into the vestibule 
of the mnil car to stir up the fire. W hen 
he opened the vestibule door he saw two 
men standing by the stove, one of whom 
dealt him a terrible blow over the head 
with a heavy tire .-hovel. 
The first blow 
fellod him aud he was then quickly I 
beaten into a senseless condition. 
He 
knew nothing more until he was re­ 
moved to the Texarkana hospital. 
Ho 
is in a critical condition. 
Examination of the ear showed that 
the robbers gained entrance by craw ling 
threw a small trap door through 
the 
vestibule. 
In tho vestibule is a crank 
w ith which a person can uncouple the 
car from the ougine aud this was done. 
It is impossible to tell w hat the rob­ 
bers secured and it is believed 
they 
made a good haul. 
Officers are on the 
case but thor** is little to work on as the 
men could have left the car at three dif­ 
ferent places before the train arrived 
here. 
Word has reached here that two sus­ 
pects have been 
arrested at Naples, 
near the scene of the robbery, but noue 
of the stolen packages were found. 
Dennis is an old and trusted 
mail 
clerk.
